St. Paul. Juno IS.—A hank which 
collects a sight d raft representing the 
purchase price of liquor shipped in 
in terstate com m erce into a p ro h ib i­ 
tion state does not violate the law pro­ 
hibiting a carrier from acting as agent, 
according to an opinion today by the 
United (States circuit court of appeals 
The opinion w as delivered by p re ­ 
siding Judge Sanborn, in reversing the 
decision of the district court of N orth 
Dakota, in th# case of the F irst N a­ 
tional bank of Anamoose, w hich had 
been tined $390 in the lower court. 
•T his history of the tim es and the 
pro* ceding* in congress which led up 
to the enactm ent of the statute," says 
the opinion, "have convinced this court 
th at the m ischief a t which it was 
levelled wa* not the collection of sight 
d rafts by the banks or ordinary col­ 
lectors for the purchase price of liquors 
although many bills of lading w ere a t­ 
tached thereto and delivered on col­ 
lection, but th at It waa the collection 
by carriers or I heir agents of the p u r­ 
chase price for c. o. d. shipm ents of 
liquor Into prohibition states w hereby 
they becam e virtually the agents of 
the liquor dealers. 
• 
"The collection of sight d rafts and 
the delivery of bills of lading attached 
thereto, long had been a common m eth­ 
od of collec ting the purchase price of 
liquors intended w ithout m entioning 
or referring to it in the statu te to 
strike down this m ethod of collecting 
for th# sale of liquors transported in 
in terstate comm erce In all the states In 
the large m ajority of which th e m anu- 
factor* and sale of Intoxicating liquors 
Is not prohibited." 
Judge Sanborn declares th at in the 
opinion oT the m ajority of the court 
the law excludes "banks, ordinary col­ 
lectors who are not m em bers of the 
general class of carriers." 
In a dissenting opinion Judge Trie- 
her declares th at the statu te clearly In­ 
cludes not only all common carriers, 
and their employes, but any person 
who Is connected w ith the tran sp o rts- 
tlon of Intoxicating liquors In in te r­ 
state commerce, which shall collect the 
purchase prices thereof before, on or 
a fter delivery, from the consignee or 
any other person," regardless of the 
fact th a t he is not an employe of the 
carrier,

from Bt, Paul, 
The hrewing company 
shipped the beer into North Dakota, 
a prohibition stats, sad received a 


bill of lading from the railroad under 
an agreem ent th a t the railroad would 
ro t deliver the beer to Meyers until 
he had presented the bill of lading to 
the agent a t Anamoose. 
The bill of lading was attached to 
a »]£ht draft on Meyers for the p u r­ 
chase price of the beer and w as sent 
by the brewing company to the F irst 
N ational bank at Anamoose, 
winch 
agreed to collect from Meyers before 
delivering the bill of lading to him. 
A fter com pletion of the transaction the 
b in k w as indicted, convicted and fined 
in the federal court for violation of 
the penal code.

The public scales and the hitching 
posts are to remain on the square. 
Street Commissioner Foster, who at 
the last meeting of tig commission 
recommended that the scales be taken 
off the square and the hitching poets 
be done away with, yesterday recalled 
his recommendation, and favored al­ 
lowing both to remain.
